though it may be added that at places it runs north much farther 
than that. From Halifax on the East to Vancouver and Victoria on 
the West we have a strip of country more than 4000 miles long and

The 
Association has over 200 mem- 
bers in the province, everyone 
of them breeding pure bred Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle and then 
there is besides that a vast 
army of farmers who are us- 
ing pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls and rapidly laying the 
foundation for more herds of 
pure breds. Special mention of 
the work done in Ontario would, we believe, be appropriate here. 

Mr. James Bowman, of Guelph, the veteran breeder was the 
first man in Ontario, following a few of the early importers, to 
take up the work of breeding Aberdeen-Angus cattle seriously. He 
started in about 1891 and has been breeding Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
continuously ever since that time. In fact he has not missed one

Conforming to your request, 
enclose herewith some data rela- 
tive to the Hartley Stock Farm 
and the herd, gotten cut I fear a 
little too hastily. The story of the 
founding of this breeding estab- 
lishment, which immediately ad- 
joins the city limits at Page, 
North Dakota, has to do with the 
life story of two men, both of 
whom I think I can say without 
lack of modesty have been prominently identified with the up-build- 
ing of the great Northwest. These men were my brother the late 
G. G. Hartley, of Duluth, Minnesota, who has been pioneer, farmer, 
lumberman, mine owner and one of the Northwest’s foremost men; 
and Senator H. R. Hartman, of Page, North Dakota, pioneer farm- 
er and banker, whose active business career has been closely linked 
with all important movements in the growth of the State of North 
Dakota since territorial days. 

My brother, shortly after he left the farm home in the Province 
of New Brunswick, Canada, took preemption and timber claims in 
North Dakota. He farmed it in Dakota in the summer season and 
shipped his horses and equipment to the Minnesota pineries in the 
fall and lumbered there during the winter.

on his trip west from New York State. In those early days men of 
action and integrity were not slow to single out ones of like attrib- 
utes for friends and business associates. These two men met—that 
was all.

My brother’s sons, the 
Messrs. Cavour and Guilford

In 1914 Messrs. Hartley 
and Hartman concluded that 
the only answer to continual- 
ly diminishing crop returns 
was cattle. Beef cattle were 
chosen—the next question 
was—what Breed? With the 
same seasoned business judg- 
ment exercised throughout 
their successful business ca- 
reers, they spent several 
months studying the problem 
of the breeds. The facts, they 
found, were overwhelmingly 
in favor of the Aberdeen-An- 
gus. The initial purchase of 


the top—and not once but 
countless times, until today 
he is recognized as one of the 
few truly great sires of the 
breed. 

In the large Northwes- 
tern shows year after year 
his progeny have won through 
to the top. For instance, at 
the Minnesota State Fair jp

40 head of pure breds was 
made and the herd established 
in 1914. 

Quick to see the advant- 
age of top breeding in foun- 
dation stock, a priceless car of 
“bred in the purple” foundation females was purchased from Chas. 
Escher & Son, of Iowa, in November, 1915. A large portion of the 
first purchase of plainer bred individuals was at once disposed of. 
In December, 1916, another shipment of toppers in foundation fe- 
males, as choice as money could buy, was chosen from the Escher 
& Ryan herds, and on their arrival the remainder of the individuals 
included in the initial purchase was at once disposed of. 

These Iowa purchases embraced such great cows as Edella 
134660; Best Ever E 2nd 155525; Eline E 2nd 155531; Kremlin 2n1 
167618; Blackbird Perfection 4th 167623; Blackwood Lady E 180042; 
Blueblood Lady 4th 185714; Eulotta 18061; Blackcap Bessie 198011; 
Enzora 2nd 180050; Enchantress E 180064; Edella 6th 195464 and 
more than a score of others fit to grace the choicest herd on the con- 
tinent. In 1916 also, purchases of a number of females of exception- 
al breeding and quality were made from the great Canadian herd of 
J. D. McGregor at Brandon, Manitoba, and thus in the brief space 
of two years there had been gathered together a group of nearly 
fifty females, as foundation stock, representing the best that the 
foremost breeders of America had been able to produce through 
years of careful breeding and selection. These men went in fear-

289906 went home from the International as Grand Champion Fe- 
male and winner of the Argentine Aberdeen-Angus Association 
Medal as best specimen of the breed, either sex, defeating for this 
medial one of the best grand champion bulls ever led into the ring. 
The Judge made especial mention of her as the most perfect speci- 
men of the Aberdeen-Angus breed he had ever seen. A thick, low 
st daughter of Elmont E, Katinka 3rd of Page, captured the junior 
championship honors.

thorough knowledge of the goods he has to sell and of his cus- 
tomers. This applies to everyone with anything to sell; to the 
preacher who is selling character and ideas, to the laborer disposing 
of the skill of his hands and to the great manufacturer distributing 
his product to the whole world. 
In our business we have three classes of customers: The man 
who is producing beef or milk for the market; the man who has a 


small herd of well selected 


ence. 


Director L. B. Canum, of the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association, 
Believes Animal is Either Made or Spoil- 
ed During First Six Months of Its Exist- 
Sounds Better Business Policy. 


One of these customers, once obtain- 
ed and satisfied should be a biennial 
or triennial buyer and a perpetual 
advertisement. This market has sev- 
eral advantages; inspection is easy, 
delivery cheap, no middleman or ex- 
pensive sales system is necessary, 
the sale should be for cash, and both 
buyer and seller make a profitable 
exchange, which is the only sound 
basis on which to establish a business. In preparing himself for 
this trade the breeder does not require a large capital, but he does 
need an extensive knowledge of the theory and practice of breeding, 
careful work and a true love for the animals he is handling. A calf 
with only ordinary blood lines may become an excellent individual 
if given proper care and feed. My experience is that the animal 
is made or spoiled during the first six months of its life. The small 
breeder will need to keep his herd in better condition than those of 
his customers, and for this purpose he will have to renew his own 
herd from time to time from those herds having a better type of 
animals than he himself raises. And since the selling price of his 
product is two or three times beef prices, he can afford to pay more 
for the heads of his herd than he expects to get for their offspring. 
If he is a careful buyer and an honest seller, he will find his busi- 
ness more profitable and as stable as hogs or dairying. Instead of 
selling just meat, he can sell meat and brains, which means that he 
should be able to improve his stock, his farm and his bank balance. 

The need of the small breeder for extra well bred stock fur- 


’ nishes the market for the breeder with the prize winners, the lat- 


ter’s market, if it is to be a 
sound one, must necessarily 


ure breds from which he is 

applying his neighbors with 
sires and heifers to improve 
their herds for market pur- 
poses; and finally the large, 
wealthy breeders, who have in 
their herds prize winning ani- 
mals and who sell to one an- 
other and to the smaller 
breeders. 

Evidently the market 
producer cannot pay more for 
a sire to head his herd than 
that sire will add to the mar- 
ket value of its offspring. The 
verdict of the corn-belt farm- 
er, raising from 20 to 75 
calves per season. is that this 
price should be from one to 
three hundred hundred doi- 
lars. And it is to these farm- 
ers that the smaller breeders 
of the middle west must look 
for their buyers. 

How wide a market will 
the breeder find for this class 


be a limited one, and if the 
business of breeding fancy 
stock is to be a business and 
not a gamble, the smaller 
breeder must be able to buy 
what he really needs at a price 
which will net him a profit. 
We have not always kept 
this fact in mind, and recent- 
ly we have been paying for 
our oversight. While the war 
madness was on, we saw many 
grafters of little ability and 
less honesty grow rich at the 
expense of the government, 
and we thought that all busi- 
ness rules and principles had 
been suspended. We forgot 
that, as a business proposi- 
tion, every purchase should 
pay for itself and yield a 
profit; that every note given 
would some day come due; 
that we could no more make 
a real profit selling high pric- 
ed animals to ourselves than 


of animals, and what of the 
ability of the prospective buy- 
er to pay for what he wants 
and needs ? 

This outlet is the salva- 
tion of the pure bred stock 
business, and will be wider in the next ten years than it has ever 
been, for three reasons: The American, when working, is a beef 
eater, and since our city population is growing faster than that of 
the farms, consumption of beef in this country should at least grow 
fast enough to offset the loss caused by any decrease in European 
demand; the competition from range cattle is decreasing because 
the ranges are getting smaller and because the corn-belt beef is of 
a better quality; and finally because many farmers in the Middle 
West have rough or thin land on which they can raise their own 
feeders cheaper—quality considered—than they can buy them in 
Omaha or Kansas City. The stockman is finding that with the in- 
creasing cost of feed and labor he must make every pound of feed 
count, and that he can get the best results both as to gain and price, 
when he is handling well bred stock. These facts assure the breed- 
er who can sell a good animal at a reasonable price a wide, steady 
market. ; 

These live stock farmers want males that have good blood lines 
and that are good individuals, capable of serving from ten to fifty 
cows. For the most part these farmers are good judges of stock, 
able to pay cash for what they want, and shrewd enough to figure 
that their purchase must pay for itself and make them a profit.

half a dozen gamblers could 
make a living if their playing 
was confined to themselves. 

We still think that we 
’ are good judges of cattle, but 
when it comes to passing on notes, we have come to believe that 
our judgment is no better than our banker’s would be on our cattle. 
Our business is raising cattle, not loaning money. The two lines of 
work don’t mix. We have found that if we have any surplus money 
it can most safely be invested among our neighbors or through our 
own bankers; if we have to borrow money and cannot get it 
at our home banks, then one of two things is true—either we need 
to change banks, or we have used all the credit we are entitled 
to ask, and any one taking a note under such circumstances, should 
have a full and accurate knowledge of the maker of the note and 
of all his circumstances. The recent hard times have not been with- 
out a real blessing, if they have so thoroughly convinced the breed- 
ers of the unwisdom of fictitious prices and the unlimited issuance 
of notes that such practices will: be discontinued. 

A careful study of the talismanic crystal of the future, assisted 
by the lectures of Prof. Experience, convinces me that the unrea- 
sonably high prices, which prevailed two or three years ago for 
pure bred stock, have passed; it is equally plain that the demand 
of the ultimate user for pure bred individuals at an honest price 
will be wider than it has ever been; and that the man with moder- 
ate means, who is able to put skill, care, (Continued on page 28 
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The Founding of Woodcote Angus Herg 


On the hills of Ionia, to 
the north, just outside of the 
city limits, is located Woodcote 
stock farm, 500 acres, owned 
by Dwight Cutler, of Detroit, 
and operated by Alexander 
Minty, where nothing but the 
purest breed of Aberdeen-Ar- 
gus cattle is raised. 

Here one gets a view of 
the city of Jouia and its sur- 
rounding territory, on both sides of Grand River, that would bring 
praises from the trained eye of an artist. On this 500 acres, some 
of the best stock in the country has been and is being raised. The 
land, being fertile, can grow an abundance of corn, wheat and hay, 
and, by keeping it well covered with horses and cattle, it keeps in a 
high state of cultivation. 

Here, in 1900, the herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle was founded, 
and since that time it has produced some great show and breeding 
stock. The cattle have been exhibited at the leading shows of the 
east and middle west, competing with leading herds of America. 

In 1919, the first prize calf herd was won by this firm, and was 
considered the best of three animals of the year in this country. 
They were never defeated. Since 1919, they have made two impor- 
tations from Scotland along with two herd bulls, which came from 
two leading herds there, one from the Earl of Rosebury’s herd, at 
Dalmeny, the other from the Harvestoun herd, considered the lead-

This we have continued for several 


ual. However, I had in mind the Bon- 
nie Blacks that dotted the hillsides of 
Scotland. In my boyhood days they 
appealed to me strongly, being all of 
one color ard horniess. Possibly I had in mind an old cow my folks 
had, that had the longest and sharpest horns of any cow I have ever 
seen. My oldest brother cautioned me never to go near her. He 
went over head to pitch down hay for her supper one night and the 
whole lot fell on top of her head. I thought I could be of help and 
immediately stepped up to her, kid fashion to clear it away from 
those long horns, but when she got her eyes cleared and saw me 
she very quickly turned those sharp points on me and I was landed 
in the gutter. Perhaps I remembered those horns and do yet, in 
fact, for if one of our Hereford breeders asks me at the shows to 
help show a herd, which we do, I always seem to be in the way of 
that left horn. 

Our first herd bull, Preston E., purchased of Mr. Elliott was a 
wonderful individual in those early days. He had great scale and 
carried himself well and when we sold him he was weighing close 
to 2400 pounds. We would term him rather coarse these days, but 
he sired some good things for us. Our females at that early stage 
were plain bred ones and rather coarse and old fashioned, so that 
a bull of his stamp would not have a great chance, but after a few 
years Mr. Cutler saw the possibility of that breed, kept telling me 
that we needed cattle of more fashionable strains and it was a wise 
move for us at that early stage in our breeding operations to clean 
out the plain bred cows and replace them with better animals also 
better pedigrees. Our next bull was selected with care. he being a 
grand champion bull for three years in succession at Chicago, was 
not a fashionably bred bull, but a bull that was a good individual, 
but he had a name for himself. He was of the Queen Mother fam- 
ily, and we then bought some Erica cows amongst them the im-

years past with good results. Egerton 
W. did more for this herd than any of 
his predecessors being of a strong 
; : character and a splendid individual in 
himself and with the improvement of our females had possibly a 
better chance to produce cattle of a type that had been our aim ani 
today we can see the imprints this bull left behind. This bull has 
had a wonderful influence since he went to Ames Plantation of 
Tennessee as he has sired some champions and grand champions. 
Ames Plantation Beau being sired by him and with the blood of 
Blackbird of Woodcote, the dam, produced this wonderful show ani- 
mai. I had the chance to visit this splendid breeding establishment 
a few years ago and saw old Egerton W, in a quiet pasture. He 
was looking rather frail at his advanced age, and the tears came 
to my eyes, a fine old bull of the quietest disposition almost past 
his usefulness but neverthless he had the best of a home and a big 
hearted owner who retired him for the rest of his davs. He had 
a them a valuable breeding bull and was now sharing their 
profits. 

_ We were then later on in need of another herd bull and de- 
sirous of infusing into the herd some of the aristocratic blood of 
Great Britain, Mr. Cutler sent me over to see the various herds and 
at that time I saw so manv animals. descendants of the great Dela- 
mere and Prince of the Wassail, that I thought would bring this 
herd to a still higher standard. We bought Elcho of Harvestoun, 
this bull being sired by Jason of Ballindalloch which has done s 
much for Mr. Kerr’s herd at Harvestoun and who was considered 
amongst the best bulls at Perth, that year, winning reserve cham- 
pionship. I thought him to be a bull that if used on the class of 
cows in our herd would produce a class of cattle that would come 
up to our expectations.

that we cannot refrain from men- 
tioning. This one was purchased 
by W. C. White, of Carrollton, Mis- 
souri, which sired for him the crack 
load of yearling Aberdeen-Angus 
steers which he fed for the Inter- 
national show of 1914. On account 
of the foot and mouth, disease rag- 
ing then no show was held. Mr. 
White then sold the steers on the 
December open market for the record price of $13.00 per hundred- 
weight. However, good cattle judges proclaimed this load of steers 
as the grand champion of the year 1914.” 

Another interesting paragraph reads: “How we develop our 
bulls—The success of our bull trade can be attributed to some very 
simple principles. The retention of only the very best prospects of 
our annual crop of male calves; good care after weaning time, by 
allowing them the seclusion of a small blue grass pasture or feed 
lot with access to a barn where ample growing, bone and muscle 
building rations of feed are given them at meal times; early train- 
ing for disposition in handling; forbddance of annoyances likely to

to the year 1904. For a number of years previous the ‘doddie’ man- 
ifested his popularity on the farm through a high grade herd of 
cows established by the senior member of the firm. This herd was 
maintained up to a recent period to produce Aberdeen-Angus calves 
for the feed lot.” 

These years of experience with the doddies in this capacity 
caused these gentlemen to select the foundation for a pure bred 
herd. They having in mind the production of the type of breeding 
cattle that would supply the requirements of the feed lot and the 
block. The booklet says: “The foundation stock of cows and sires 
thus selected were strongly infused with some of the best blood of 
the breed.

The selection of new blood, by 
the way of adding extra good cows of breeding records and the con- 
tinued use of strong sires has brought our herd up to its present 
standard.” 

The little story goes on to tell of the policies pursued in this 
breeding plant and the achievements of the herd. Early in the busi- 
ness these gentlemen decided to specialize in supplying the bull 
trade and as a result have had some very satisfactory experiences.

The honors were well distributed and the 
competition was keen in every class. In 
aged bulls the leader was Knight of Rose- 
mere 4th, owned by Congdon and Battles.

He was a remarkable type with great thick- 
ness and a wealth of natural flesh yet to 
some extent lacking the smoothness and 
style that one would like. His stable mate 
Prizemere 12th, which bull stood third was 
favored by most persons until he came into 
the ring where he showed rather badly.

Blackbirdman C. B. 5th, another 
entry from the Congdon & Battles herd stood 
second. The two-year-old bulls were headed 
by Earlion a son of Earl Marshall and 
shown by Thos.

Edmonton Exhibition, July 8 to 15, 1922

The same herds of cattle appeared at Ed- 
monton as had been shown at Calgary the 
week before, but they came under a new 
judge in Prof. W. L. Carlyle and there were 
several very interesting changes in the line 
up of the classes. In the first place aged 
bulls stayed much as they were in the earli- 
er class, with Knight of Rosemere 4th the 
winner and the reserve senior champion hav- 
ing been defeated for the main honor by 
Earlion, Henderson’s winning two-year-old. 
This son of Earl Marshall is undoubtedly a 
great bull with good lines, smoothness and 
plenty of character, but owing to the fact 
that he was shown in such lean condition 
most men thought that he could not win this 
year. Prof. Carlyle is not a worshiper of 
fat in breeding cattle and it is as well that 
it is so. The younger bull classes were also 
changed when it came to the championship 
prizes. Queenmere 15th, the Battles senior 
calf secured the junior and reserve grand 
championship having defeated his stable 
mate Prideman C. B. 18th, which stood re- 
serve. The Prichard entry in the senior 
yearling class was apparently out of it. The 
most remarkable change however was in the 
cow class, where the smooth little cow EI- 
mira F. was placed at the top with the Bat- 
tles entry second and the Calgary winner, 
Priznora, 3d. Other female classes were 
pretty much as they had been the week pre- 


vious with the same beautiful little heifer as 
the grand champion and the Battles entry, 
Erica C. B. 4th, as reserve.

The competition at the Saskatoon exhibi- 
tion was decidedly different from that at 
the two previous shows.

The Richardson entry might have gone 
higher under better fit and in real show fit 
weuld have given any bull in the ring a 
tussle. The real struggle of the show was 
the cow class where the McGregor entry 
defeated Battles cow. The Battles cow is 
much thicker and deeper, with greater com- 
pactness of form, but the McGregor entry 
had a silkier skin and was altogether a lit- 
tle smoother throughout. Prichard easily 
lead the two-year-olds and went to the 
championship.

The life of our Aberdeen-Angus industry 
is groping too long with its headlight on the 
wrong end. 

The Aberdeen-Angus Journal in its hope- 
ful forward look has escaped the “start and 
fit” stage but the mass of the farmer breed- 
ers who insure the success or failure of the 
breed have looked backward too long upon 
— prices during the days of “’19 and 

It is not easy to forget the high cost of 
a herd established in those days but “forget 
it” is the essential word; the awaiting the 
return of those high prices has held up the 
work of our Clark, Champaign and Miami 
associations for almost two years. 

On October 27, 1920, we held our first an- 
nual (to be) sale which consisted of thirtv 
head of splendid cattle. They sold for $4,045, 
an average of $134.83. This date chanced 
to mark the beginning of the world’s finan- 
cial thud and since then it has been impos- 
sible to rally a concentrated effort for ano- 
ther association sale. 

Some of us have made some very fine pri- 
vate sales to neighboring farmers, at a mar- 
gin just as satisfactory as that from any 
other farm product, and when our headlight 
is again switched to its forward focus, I am 
confident that Aberdeen-Angus breeding will 
be a boon to all, who have “stood by.” But 
there are always some in the years of ad- 
versity who reflect that “once upon a time” 
something else paid better, so a few have 
sold their Aberdeen-Angus herds at a grea 
loss and hastened to take refuge within the 
ranks of the dairyman, at once they began 
to bind themselves into a league, they said, 
to compete with the milk and butter corpor- 
ations. The fact of the matter is milk and 
butter have come down too. And the “start 
and fit” man who is once in and twice out is 
not very dependable in any progressive 
movement. I for one was glad to see the 
industrial world returning to normal condi- 
tions and all the while have felt more con- 
fident and hopeful in Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ing than any other avocation of the farm. 

As soon as we can persuade our more 
conservative breeders that “all is well with 
the world” and that it is time to “share up” 
we will select for another sale a choice 
group of cattle whose quality will attest that 
the Clark, Champaign and Miami breeders 
have not been standing idly by in these op- 
portune days for constructive breeding. 

Arrangements have partially been made 
for an October sale to be held at the Fair- 
vale Farm” the home of our estimable presi- 
dent, Mr. J. B. Wallingsford, Springfield, 
Ohio. 

The indubious error that precedes every 
new “worth while” concern is true in this 
locality relative to introducing our favorite 
cattle. They are foreseen through a lot of 
magnified imaginary prejudices, a “moun- 
tain that is cast into the sea” with just a 
little faith. 

When we began breeding our Aberdeen- 
Angus in 1916 it was rumored that they had 
no milking qualities and many of them would 
not furnish enough milk to feed their calves. 
It took just about one year to prove to our 


own satisfaction that they would produce 
and care for the best calves we had ever 


raised. We then coveted a uniform herd an: 


began milking an Aberdeen-Angus occasion- 
ally just to try them out, but we always 
waited until the calf was weaned before we 
began to milk the cow and always we were 
disappointed; however we discovered that 
none of our aged cows had sound udders. 
This suggested that at calving time we had 
not been giving them proper attention, and 
so accordingly were more careful to find that 
it took from two to four weeks before the 
calves would consume all the milk. 

Then we began to milk a pair of heifers 
from the very first, just as you would a 
dairy heifer and found their milking quali- 
ties most satisfactory. 

I am sure that the beef breeds may vie 
with the “Bonny Blacks” in milk production 
as well as beef. 

A few Jerseys to spot up your black herd 
is not a necessary evil for you can eliminate 
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all other colors if you begin at th nae 
to care for the Angus’ milking oul ,

Aberdeen-Angus Affairs in Colorado

Colorado has in a small way, been repre- 
sented in Aberdeen-Angus affairs for a good 
many years. The reason is not apparent 
why she has not a great many more herds 
at the present time. Propaganda has for 
one thing kept the range man from putting 
on more Aberdeen-Angus bulls. Most of 1% 
however has been peddled by men who from 
actual experience know nothing whatever 
about Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

Mr. Battles has set forth in the June 15th 
issue of the Breeders’ Gazette a good many 
facts that will disprove some of the trash 
one hears against the Angus as a range ani- 
mal. It will at least give some of them a 
little food for thought. Where they have 
been tried out here in the San Luis Valley 
they have made good. 

The Denver show is Colorado’s nlace to 
boost the Aberdeen-Angus in this western 
country to best advantage. We have had 
for some years a good representation of 
breeding cattle in the single classes, and 
several times steers from the range have 
er Grand Champions in the carlot feeder 
class. 

During the summer of 1920 our western 
fieldman, Mr. P. J. Doherty, came here and 
helped us to organize a State Association. 


We have some thirty members and there are 
several range men that we are trying to get 
in. Several new herds have been started 
since that time. The late financial depres- 
sion has prevented us from doing some of 
the things we started out to do, but as soon 
as it is thought advisable the Association 
will hold a sale in connection with the Den- 
ver show. 

Our State Fair is making rapid advance- 
ment in all departments, and especially with 
the beef cattle. The new brick barns that 
were completed a year ago will compare 
favorably with similar structures in the corn 
belt. The Secretary-Manager, Mr. J. L. Bea- 
man is pushing the live stock end of the 
fair, and is treating all three beef breeds 
alike. He is making an effort to get more 
Aberdeen-Angus herds out this ‘year. 

The future for Aberdeen-Angus cattle in 
Colorado looks better at this time, and the 
demand is increasing. What we need most 
is a little more effort among the breeders in 


boosting their favorite breed along. We — 


have the feed, the range and the climate. 
The Aberdeen-Angus will do his bit on the 
range as well as in the feed lot, and there 
is no reason why they should not be Colo- 
rado’s leading beef cattle. 


Prolific, Good Rustlers and Heavy Milkers 


By Dr. W. B. Lutes, Merino, Colorado 


Several years ago when a medical student 
in Denver, I began attending the National 
Western Stock Show and was always at- 
tracted by the Black Polled, as I had known 
them. Though there were but a small num- 
ber on exhibition, yet there was something 
about them that made them good to look at. 

Soon after locating in Logan county | 
took interest in a herd of steers with a farm- 


er and made frequent visits to his farm dur- 
ing the winter, which was a severe one, ani 
it so happened that we had a few grade 
Aberdeen-Angus in the herd. This farmer 
often remarked, “See that black steer drink- 
ing ice water? Watch him when he leaves 
the tank. He has a straight back and is 
headed for the feed rack, while the red steer 
by the side of him is humped up and stands 
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‘vering.’ The blacks stood the winter 
orig the best gain the following sum- 
mer. on pasture and consequently fed out 
ahead the following winter. 

Later on I had a chance to buy a car of 
mixed grade and registered cows. I soon 
replaced the grades with the Briggs herd of 
Greeley, Colorado, and bought a Donahoe- 
bred bull and they have proved themselves 
prolific, good rustlers and a majority of them 
heavy milkers, the latter a quality which I 
believe is just as essential, if one is to look 
for good produce, as it is to look for indi- 
viduality, unless one is to use a nurse cow, 
which I have never done. I see many cows 
being milked that do not have the udders 
that a good producing Aberdeen-Angus cow 
nee know what the Aberdeen-Angus steer 
does in the feed lot—every fair-minded man 
concedes that. The Breeders’ Gazette in the 
issue of July 6th gives an account of an 
experiment conducted at the University of 
Nebraska, which showed the baby beef the 
most profitable animal to feed. That is, it 
gave more in return for what was given it 
than any animal of any other age, and it 
certainly has been proven that the Doddie 
calf or ‘yearling is the premier beef animal. 

Also, we find that each year as the open 
range becomes more and more limited, and 
when compelled to run on their own limited 
pasture, stockmen are taking to their choice 
of breeds instead of following the old adage, 
“When in Rome do as Romans do,” which 
has been a necessity in the cattle business 
when running on the open range. 

Last year I was on a fishing trip in Wy- 
oming and made the acquaintance of an es. 
timable old gentleman who had been running 
cattle for twenty-three years on the Medi- 
cine Bow range, but had quit the previous 
year and already had been to Kansas and 
brought back two carloads of nice Aberdeen- 
Angus heifers and a couple of splendid 
young bulls, and was in the market for more 
young breeding stock. I encountered the 
same thing in southwestern Colorado, down 
on the Rio Grande, three years ago. Both 
of these men being the owners of the ranch- 
es where we camped. ; ; 

Consequently I came to this conclusion: 
That since we are marketing younger beeves 
each year, and stockmen are facing a con- 
dition where they are compelled to run their 
cattle on their own farms and can have his 
choice of breeds, why is it not logical to con- 
clude that the Aberdeen-Angus will meet 
with increasing favor ‘year after year, and 
are going to be given more new homes in the 
next decade than ever hefore ?

Aberdeen-Angus Cattle in Wisconsin 


By J. G. Fuller, Secretary, Professor of Animal Husbandry, University of Wisconsin, Madison 


The good qualities of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle are. continually becoming better 
known in Wisconsin. Breeders are spread- 
ing the virtues of the breed in connection 
with better management and production of 
beef cattle. Systems of beef production 
such as baby beef, feed lot fattening and 
grazing and finishing on grass as now being 
practiced, particularly in southern Wiscon- 
sin, all offer exceptional opportunity for 
the increase and extension of Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle. With this specialization in beef 
production which has centered attention up- 
on the selection and the feeding of high 
class animals, there has come an apprecia- 
tio for Aberdeen-Angus cattle heretofore 
not expressed. 

Although the Wisconsin Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association does not have a large 
membership, nor are there as many breed 
ers of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus as of oth- 
er beef breeds, the breeders are enthusiastic- 
ally supporting the breed and the state as- 
sociation in efforts of promotion. The quaii- 
ty of the Wisconsin herds has been very 
much improved the last few ‘years. During 
the time of slow sales many inferior cattle 
were sold for beef and only the choice ani- 
mals retained for breeding purposes. No 
consignment sale has been held for two 
years and breeders have built up their herds 
by selection and sires of the best blood lines. 
They are now in a position to furnish first- 
class bulls and foundation stock. 

There is promise that Wisconsin Aber- 
deen-Angus will be unusually well represen- 
ted at Wisconsin fairs this fall. It is expected 
that when the fair circuit opens there will 
be at least a half dozen or more private 
herds and one or more county show herds 
in the field, thus making one of the largest 


exhibitions of Aberdeen-Angus cattle ever 
brought out by Wisconsin breeders. Breed- 
ers are realizing more and more the im- 
portance of getting the merits of their cat- 
tle before the public and that the home 
market depends upon advertising in Wis- 
consin. 

The inherent merits of the breed have 
brought Aberdeen-Angus cattle to the front 
in many instances the last few ‘years. Es- 
pecially in the case of calf clubs, Aberdeen- ~ 
Angus calves are favorites with boys and 
girls selecting a prospect for the club win- 
ner. The ability of the Aberdeen-Angus 
calf to fatten and finish at an early age at- 
tracts them and is winning many future sup- 
porters of the breed. At the Junior Live 
Stock Show held annually at the College of 
Agriculture, Aberdeen-Angus calves have al- 
ways taken a large portion of the prize mon- 
ey and more grand championships than any 
of the other breeds represented. 

The ability of Aberdeen-Angus steers to 
produce prime beef is well understood by 
Wisconsin cattle feeders. They are found 
here and there where the best cattle are 
yard fed and in the blue grass pastures of 
southern Wisconsin where high class beef 
is produced. Butchers in southern Wiscon 
sin cities pay a premium for Aberdeen-An- 
gus steers and one recently was heard to 
say concerning an Aberdeen-Angus steer 
recently slaughtered: “He is the best one 
I ever butchered.” With the support of a 
large number of enthusiastic breeders, the 
breed will be well represented in the feed 
lots of the state, Aberdeen-Angus calves fed 
by boys and girls and a representative herd 
of select cattle at the Agricultural College, 
the merits of the breed will be kept contin- 
ually before the Wisconsin public. 


Missouri Aberdeen-Angus Association 


J. D. Blackwell, Secretary, Fayette, Missouri 


The Missouri Aberdeen-Angus Association 
was organized about eight years ago with 
thirty charter members, At the present time 
it numbers about 400, which is perhaps the 
largest membership of any state association, 
and this membership is made up of a large 
number of young men who have lately em- 
barked in the breeding of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle, and they are taking a great interest 
in keeping their stock in good condition and 
are readv for visitors at any time. 


The association is in very good condition 
at the present time, and, while its members 
have had some very trying times in the past 
two years, we feel that the worst is over and 
the break of dawn is near. 


Public sales have not been numerous as 
matket conditions have not been good, but 
quite a number of sales are booked for this 
fall, and all Missouri breeders are looking 
forward to a good market and expect to pay 
the expense and a small profit on all cattle 
consigned to the state sales. The Missouri 


and Kansas Associations are planning to 
hold a combined sale during the American 
Royal at Kansas City on November 22nd, 
and our breeders are preparing their cattle 
for this show, and the state and district fairs 
which will be held during August and Sep- 
tember. 


The State sale, meeting and banquet at St. 
Joseph in March was well attended, and, 
while the cattle at that sale did not bring 
war prices, it was very satisfactory to the 
contributors and the prices were much bet- 
ter than beef or market prices. 

Those of us who are determined to pro- 
duce beef cattle, and to meet the market 
conditions which have been thrust upon us 
in the past few years, must necessarily pro- 
duce the kind of cattle that mature early 
and make good beef in the shortest time. If 
we do not get in on the baby beef class, and 
sell our steers under 18 months of age, we 
are usually found holding the sack, without 
much profit on our capital. 

Probably no country, anywhere, is better 
adapted to the production of beef than is the 
great State of Missouri. The vigor and long 
life of Missouri cattle is made possible by 
the pure. water and nutritious grasses which 
cover our limestone hills and fertile valleys. 

When we have needed sunshine, the Aber- 
deen-Angus have brought it; when we have 
needed help, the Aberdeen-Angus came to 
us, sharing our battles, fighting as we 
fought, the Aberdeen-Angus are giving us 
strength to win our victory.

In response to your request to know some- 
thing of the North Dakota Aberdeen-Angus 
Association, I am writing you briefly. The 
Association has been held together during 
the past year and while the Aberdeen-Angus 
business has been slack a few requests for 
cattle have come to my notice and the mem- 
bers informed by the secretary. Our farm- 
ers have been hard pressed as in other states 
but with land still cheap and not having ex- 
perienced any great land boom, while some 
other good agricultural regions were ~oing 
wild with high priced land, it leaves the 
state in good condition and ready to go as 
soon as the crops are harvested. The Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breeders have fared better 
than the breeders of some other breeds and 
there are quite a few breeders in shape to 
sell bulls at reasonable prices and a few fe- 
males to be sold. The breeders are quite 
proud of the great showin~ the North Da- 
kota cattle made at the last state fair and at 
the last International and, no doubt, with 
the harvest over this fall, some ood sales 
of Angus are to be looked for. Never did 
our state have better prospect for a grain 
crop; all over the state, plenty of rain has 
fallen and cool weather prevails. The grain 
is filling finely and ver little wailing is to 
be heard from any source. One Aberdeen- 
Angus man not long ago said “If we have a 
good crop, the cattle won’t move so well for 
the farmer will trust to continue havinz 
good grain crops and not trouble himself 
with the buying of and caring for cattle.” 
Now, perhaps, there is a grain of truth in 
what he says but I have felt the Aberdeen- 
Angus sales have always been fairly good 
and I believe next year cattle should move 
better, especially so, if the crops are as 
good as reported. Our state is new and, as 
always in history, new lands are at first 
small grain lands, but times are such as to 
throw much light upon the most successful 
farms of the state which are invariably the 
cattle and stock farms. 

It is this situation that the Aberdeen-An- 
gus breeders face and how well they will 
meet it remains to be seen. Our State As- 
sociation has given prizes to the boys and 
girls club work last year and will do so 
this year. Sale plans for the fall and winter 
have only been talked over and not conclud- 
ed at this time. Nearly every member of 
the Association has offered good calves to 
the North Dakota Agricultural College and 
some will be shown this year by the college 
eminating from this source. 

Our Association has not been as aggres- 
sive as it should this year, but it is alive and 
we hope steadying itself for a prosperous 
year ahead. On many farms, the Aberdeen- 
Angus have demonstrated the prosperity 
they bring their owners and the future 
seems to me to be one of steady brightness.

The Passing of Mr. Bell. 


Mr. J. R. K. Bell, of Pulaski, Virginia, died 
June 21, 1922, after having been in poor 
health for several years. 

Few men have done so much to make Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle popular in the east as 
Mr. Bell. It will be remembered that it was 
he who supplied the first cattle for East 
Tennessee, which has since become such a 
stronghold for the breed, besides supplying 
the foundation cattle for many other herds 
in the southeastern states. 

The foundation for his herd was selected 
from the herds of William Miller, Storm 
Lake, Iowa, and H. C. Allen, of Georgetown, 


Kentucky, consisting of Heatherblooms, 
Minas, Favorites, Queen Mothers, etc. Quot- 


ing from the catalog of his last sale he ~ 


says: “It has been my object during the 
twenty-four years I have bred Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle to breed up a milking herd of 
Angus. In this I have succeeded as I have 
cows that give from four to six gallons of 
milk and never had a bad milker and only 
one barren cow.” 

Mr. Bell was president of the Southwest 
Virginia Aberdeen-Angus Association and 
then was vice-president of the Virginia Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Association until he asked to 
be relieved on account of the condition of his 
health. 

Mr. Bell’s father was the first person to 
export cattle and his son, Mr. Frank Bell, 
writes me as follows: “My grandfather was 
the first person who ever exported cattle to 
England and papa and his twin brother Sam 
went with the first two boatloads. Papas’

Nebraska State Aberdeen-Angus Breeders

Stimulation of interest in Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle, a broader distribution of this 
breed into new territory and elevating Ab- 
erdeen-Angus stock to a position of impoi- 
tance greater than the other breeds are a 
few of the important objects, the Nebraska 
state Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association 
plans to accomplish in the near future. The 
association in the several years of its ex- 
istence has grown each year until now there 
are more than sixty active members, all of 
whom are working to further the interests 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

Nebraska can well be proud of some of 
the leading herds, including cattle that are 
as good as can be found in this country. 
Nebraska herds have furnished some of the 
greatest show yard winners of the past, in- 
cluding such champions as Plowman and 
Queen Milly of Sun Dance 3d, the latter hav- 
ine been twice grand champion of the Inter- 
national. It was at Turlington, Nebraska, 
where the herd of T. W. Harvey first made 
some of the earliest breed history in this 
country. This herd had for its herdsman, 
the late William Watson usually spoken of 
as Billy Watson, who was a son of Hugh 
Watson, one of the early founders of the 
breed in Scotland. Up to the time of its 
dispersion the Turlington herd was rated as 
one of the greatest and most constructive to 
be found in either this country or Scotland. 
it was from the dispersion of this herd that 
a great part of the McHenry herd was foun- 
ded, and no one can question the rank of the 
MeHenry herd as standing out as the great- 
est of the breed in this country during its 
existence. Their show record has never 
been equalled by any herd of any breed and 
much credit is due here to the early construc- 
tive work in the Turlington herd. 

The Aberdeen-Angus breed has a great 
future in this state. Farmers with sma‘l 
herds as well as range men are well begin- 
ning to realize the value of Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls in beef production, and the demand for 
good Aberdeen-Angus cattle is steadily in- 
creasing. One great feature is the increas- 


ing numbers of men in the western states 
who plan to start pure bred herds in the 
near future, and in a few places Aberdeen- 
Angus bulls are replacing those of other 
breeds. Many new herds have been started 
in this state in the last few years and many 
of the older herds are being continually im- 
proved. One great feature of the Nebraska 
State Association the last few years has 
been the holding of sales of its surplus stock 
to introduce the breed into new territory 
and start as many new herds as possible, 
These sales held over different parts of the 
state have been very successful and have 
gone far towards stimulating interest in the 
breed and bringing about a much broader

All cattle will be 
inspected and accepted if they. comply with 
the following until a limit of forty-five head 
has been reached. The cattle must be fat 
and number one individuals. Only leading 
families will be accepted. Only one bull of 
choice blood lines and show yard character 
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i epted from any one breeder, until 
by of five bulls have been reached. Ail 
cattle must have stood a government test 
and will be sold subject to a sixty-day re- 
test. These rules may seem a little severe 
but they have been decided upon by those in 
charge in order to make the sale a success 
and to have a good representation at the 
Royal. Respectfully, Hal. T. Hooker,” 

It will readily be seen that it is the inten- 
tion of the committee in charge of this event 


to make it a worth while sale, one that will 
long be remembered when it comes to qual- 
ity and individuality and it is to be hoped 
that breeders and prospective breeders will 
take advantage of this opportunity to pro- 
cure outstanding breeding stock, for certain- 
ly under these rules nothing but the best 
will be offered. Here is hoping that the en- 
tries will be filled and that the quality will 
be even better than had been anticipated and 
finally that the sale will be a pronounced 
success from every angle. 


Crawfordsville District Angus Association

You have asked me_ to write something 
concerning our association to be published in 
the Anniversary number of the Journal. 

For sometime back, breeders of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle in Montgomery county, Indi- 
ana, felt the need of the help of one anoth- 
er in order that they might be more able to 
push the breed of their choice, that it might 
be looked upon by the cattlemen of the coun- 
ty as the leading beef breed which it has 
been proven to be, both in the feed lot and 
on the block. 

New breeders needed the help and advice 
that could be given them by older heads. 
Older established herds needed a better and 
greater outlet for their surplus. There was 
only one way out and that was to pull to- 
gether, which meant co-operation. This call- 
ed for some kind of organization. 

With the help of the County Agent a 
meeting was called in February for Aber- 
deen-Angus men. Then another in March 
when an organization was perfected, a con- 
stitution adopted for “The Crawfordsville 
District Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Associa: 
tion,” which was to be the name of the new 
organization for Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
in Montgomery and adjoining Indiana coun- 
ties. The membership is not large but the 
majority of live breeders in the district be- 
long. 

A great deal of interest has been shown 
in the meetings. Things that go a long way 
toward boosting the Doodie and the breeders, 
as well as beef production, have been done. 
Among them, a boys calf club has been or- 
ganized with a membership of ten which we 
think is mighty good for the first attempt 
and a late start. The calves were put out 


from the different herds in the association 
and will be shown at the county fair. The 
best then to go to the state fair. 


Heretofore we have had one and two herds 
of Aberdeen-Angus at our county fair. This 
year we expect not less than five herds, 
which will no doubt cause cattle raisers to 
take notice. 


We are planning for an Aberdeen-Angus 
tour to inspect the herds of the members of 
the association. 


A sale of top cattle will be held this fall 
or next spring by the Crawfordsville District 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association 
which we believe will be a good means of 
advertisement for our district as well as to 
give the small breeder a chance to dispose 
of one or more of his surplus animals. If 
we are going to convince a fellow that Aber- 
deen-Angus are best, we have to show him 
and that is what we expect to do right here 
for our neighbors. 


The outlook for the beef production busi- 
ness is, I believe, the best it has been for 
years.

Central Western Ohio Angus Association 


Why and How It was Organized. 


Until about four years ago the Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle business in central western 
Ohio was almost at a stand still with many 
breeders. It seemed that one breeder did 
not know that any other men were breed- 
ing Aberdeen-Angus cattle in his county or 
the surrounding counties and a study of the 
situation and a solution had to be marked 
out to help the ones that had started in the 
Aberdeen-Anus business to keep them in 
business and also create an interest that 
bi mean more Aberdeen-Angus cattle in 

io. 


The matter was studied and the situation 
taken up with Dr. C. D. Lowe at that time 
Aberdeen-Angus field representative. Dr. 
Lowe and F. C. Romshe met in Chicago and 
thcroughly considered what seemed to be 


the trouble. Each gathered all the infor- 
mation he could get and four months later 
met in Columbus, Ohio, and decided to put 
on a picnic the next spring and try to get 
in touch with all those interested in Aber- 
deen-Angus affairs. That winter Dr. Suelke 
and Mr. Romshe met in Indiana and decided 
on June 20, 1920, as Aberdeen-Angus day 
in Ohio. Let’s go. 

Early in May, 1920, 100 letters were sent 
out to breeders in eleven counties calling 
their attention that the first annual picnic 
of the Central Western Ohio Aberdeen-An- 
gus Breeders would be held at Sidney, Ohio, 
(Shelby county) June 20, 1920. Come and 
bring their family and friends, and on June 
5, the second letter was sent urging all 
breeders to come and that Dr. Suelke would 


be there, come get acquainted with their 
brother breeders. Nine out of the eleven 
ccunties were represented. Mr. Romshe 
acted as chairman at the picnic and the 
ecunties that were represented were asked 
to name a breeder form their county as a 
member of the Executive Committee. Two 
more counties were added to the association 
and F. C. Romshe was put in charge of the 
second annual picnic to be held Junez 26, 
1921, at Wapakoneta, Ohio, which was a 
grand success. Nine Ohio counties, Indi- 
ana and Pennsylvania were represented. 
Dr. Suelke was again present and several 
counties had their county agent with them. 
After the short program the Executive 
Committee met and chose F. C. Romshe, 
President, Wapakoneta, Ohio, and O. C. 
Sherer, Secretary-Treasurer, Quincy, Ohio. 
The entire expense of the first and second 
picnic was all paid by F. C. Romshe and 
the committee asked each breeder to pay 
into the treasury one dollar each as a years’ 
membership to hep share the expnses as 
all were beginning to feel the benefit of the 
get acquainted picnics. 

fhe third annual picnic was held at Belle- 
fontaine, Ohio, June 8, 1922. Eleven Ohio 
counties and Indiana were represented. 

The fourth annual picnic will be held at 
Kenton (Hardin county) Ohio, June 14, 
1923. Hardin county has a newly organized 
Aberdeen-Angus Association with twenty- 
seven members and they promise the com- 
mittee that the fourth Aberdeen-Angus pic- 
nic in 1923 will be the record breaker of 
any previous Aberdeen-Angus gathering ev- 
er held east of Chicago. We have 13 coun- 
ties in our association and a member on the 
Executive Committee from each county as 
follows:

South Dakota Angus Steers Top Wednes- 
day’s Market at $9.15. 

Eighteen head of black polled branded 
Angus steers, averaging 1,588 lbs., the best 
lot out of five cars of cattle and one load 
of hogs brought in by August Lenser, a 
“thorobred” in the stock game, from Greg- 
ory county, South Dakota, topped the mar- 
ket on Wednesday, May 10, at $9.15 per 
ewt; 45 Herefords and Shorthorns, averag- 
ing 1,576 lbs. sold at $8.80 per cwt, and tail- 
ends, averaging 1,412 lbs., at $8.40 per cwt.

They Say Pure Bred Bulls Make Money 
For Them. 

The Tennessee Division of Extension tells 
the following story: It may be accepted as 
a statement of plain facts: 

That good farmer and good citizen John 
Hitch had a sale and sold seven pure bred 
Angus buls to seven of his neighbors. 

Elmer Caldweli, owning 80 acres of land 
and seven grade cows bought one of his 
bulls. He said he could not afford to own 
any but a pure bred bull. 

Jack Gamble, with 240 acres and a small 
herd of cows, said that in his experience 
$10 would be a low estimate of the differ- 
ence in value between a calf sired by a pure 
Licd bull and a calf sired by a scurb. 

R. G. Montgomery with 240 acres and 
about a dozen cows bought a bull because 
steers sired by pure bred bulls had been 
bringing him from a half cent to a cent 
a pound more than steers sired by scrubs. 

R. E. Gamble, owner of 500 acres, two 
pure bred and a dozen grade cows bought a 
bull. He said he bought him because calves 
sired by pure breds had made the best and 
cheapest gains for him. 

J. M. Blivens, operating a rented farm 
and owning a few cows, bought a bull. “I 
never use anything but a pure bred sire,” he 
said: “I can’t afford to.” 

Andy Davis bought a bull. He has a 
farm of 232 acres, seven pure bred and 
eleven grade cows. He said that: pure bred 
bulls increased the value of his calves. 

J. R. Davis, owner of a 675 acre farm 
and breeder of market cattle, bought a bull. 
Cattle sired by pure bred bulls made money 
for him, he said. Cattle sired by scrubs did 
not. 

There is “dirt farmers” testimony as to 
the value of pure bred sires for the farmer 
who doubts what folks who are not dirt 
farmers say about it. Plenty more testi- 
mony of the same kind can be-had by any 
man who wants it. 

It pays these farmers to keep pure bred 
bulls. It will pay you. }

North Dakota State Fair Great Success 


By Prof. E. J. Thompson, Agricultural College, North Dakota 


A great week for the greatest North Da- 
kota Fair passed July 17-22. It was the 
most successful fair North Dakota has ever 
held. All things agricultural had a repre- 
sentation and visitors thronged the live stock 
barns from early morn to late at night. The 
20 acres of farm machinery attracted the 
usual throng and the Agricultural building 
with the fine exhibit of the minature pas- 
tures of the Great Plains Station at Mandan, 
where some important grazing trials are 
being conducted, got the once over by many 
visitors. The guessing contest on a string 
of Sustsman county cows was popular and 
all visitors saw the best general agricultural 
display ever presented in North Dakota. 

As it was the first State Fair of the sea- 
son of 1922, in a state that has a wonderful 
hay and grain crop, it is of interest to know 
that all exhibitors were pleased with inqui- 
ries about stock for their farms. The show 
was well balanced in live stock shown. "Che 
surprising interest in dairy cattle did not 
bring out the expected great exhibit of dairy 
cattle. The horse show was light as was 
also the sheep show, Percherons and _Bel- 
gians with only two Clydesdales shown 
constituted the horse exhibit. Seven breeds 
of sheep were up for ribbons. The hog 
show was a most excellent quality show, 


some 508 head came before the judges. 


The judging in all departments was most 
successfully done. Prof. H. H. Kildee, of 
Ames, Iowa, placed awards on Dairy cattle. 
Prof. W. H. Peters, of University Farm, St. 
Paul, judged the horses and sheep while H. 
G. Riley, of Thornton, Ind., and Alfred Lein, 
of Platte, S. Dak., made the awards on hogs. 
Mr. Frank Smith, of St. Cloud, Minnesota, 
9g the ribbons on all classes of beef 
stock. 


The Shorthorns and Herefords made an 
excellent show but the 46 head of Doddies 
shown by five exhibitors made the most at- 
tractive exhibit of all the stock. Hartley 
Stock Farm, of Page; E. Franklin of Emer- 
ado; Finch Farm, Jamestown, N. D.; North 
Dakota Agricultural College and Anderson 
Bros., Tyler, Minnesota, constituted the ex- 
hibitors. Every animal shown was a credit- 
able one for the breed. Many favorable com- 
ments were heard by visitors on the beauti- 
ful blacks as they stood in the stalls where 
all could be seen at once. The Hartley Farm 
had its usually good cattle in excellent condi- 
tion. Blackcap Bessie of Page with a fine bull 
calf at side is showing as fresh as can be and 
was shown to the Grand Championship. 
Katinka 3d of Page, the senior yearling heif- 


er shown by Hartleys was the junior cham- 
pion. She presented as good a top line with 
as great a width of back and loin as is ever 
found and bids fair to develop into a winner 
at later fairs. In the bull classes, Mr. Frank- 
lin’s Winnebago Ito Chief 2d, a senior bull 
calf was made the Junior Champion while 
the Hartley two-year-old Black Balzac of 
Page was made the Senior and Grand Cham- 
pion. He has developed into a wonderfully 
good lined bull with smoothness and mascu- 
linity very well balanced indeed. All the 
entries were presented in good show form 
for so early in the season. Mr. Franklin’s 
and the Anderson Brothers’ string showed 
all that could be desired; while this was the 
first state fair for the Finch Farm, at 
Jamestown, the cattle were most credibly 
presented. In the fat steer classes, the pure 
bred Aberdeen-Angus senior yearling steer, 
Ebert, of the North Dakota Agricultural 
College was the Champion steer of the show. 
Nine steers in all were shown.

tor years to those from mid-western colleges 
at the International Live Stock Show and 
the National Dairy Show. . ; 

Last year, the first of the intercollegiate 
judging contests, there was a general classi- 
fication including all breeds and types. This 
year the classifications have been divided. 
First there will be a judging contest of dairy 
cattle for a trophy offered by dairy breed 
associations, namely; Holstein, Ayrshire, 
Jersey and Guernsey. This was won in 1921 
by a team from the University of Maryland. 

The second division will be for judging oi 
beef cattle, draft horses, sheep and swine 
for a trophy offered by the Eastern States 
Exposition. The team from the University 
of Pennsylvania won this contest in 1921. 

A new contest, that for dairy products, is 
to take place this year for the first time. 
The competition is limited to students from 
colleges offering a four years’ course in ag- 
riculture. The dairy cattle team is to con- 
sist of three men and the live stock team is 
limited to five members. The difference in 
the size of the teams is due to the fact that 
the Exposition has decided to conform to 
the rules of contests held in conjunction 
with the International Live Stock Exposi- 
tion and the National Dairy Show. Individ- 
ual students from an agricultural college 
may enter the contest providing the college 
that they represent does not have a full team 
of three or five men entered. 

In addition to the trophies which are to 
be held by the winning college for one year, 
the Exposition management will award suit- 
able cash prizes and individual medals. 
These will go to the students scoring the 
highest number of points in judging in each 
of the following classes of live stock: beef 
cattle, sheep, swine and horses. A medal 
will be awarded for individual honors in 
scoring in each of the following breeds of 
dairy cattle: Holstein, Ayrshire, Guernsey 
and Jersev. 

No student is eligible to enter more than 
one contest as all will take place at the same 
time on Monday, Sept. 18.

He first cuts the timothy 
for seed with an ordinary binder set to cut 
as high as possible, and shocks the timothy 
in straight rows across the field, leaving 
that part of the plant with the leaves on 
standing. He then goes in and mows what 
is left for hay and the quality of the hay 
thus obtained is much better than one would 
imagine and yields in some cases as much 
as a ton to the acre.

the development of the breed in that prov- 
ince. Just here we should not fail to men- 
tion W. & G. Whitelaw of Elora, the breeders 
and feeders of Black Hector the Toronto 
champion of 1919; G. A. Guthrie, of Dundee, 
the breeder and feeder of St. Elmo, Toron- 
to champion 1920; Howard Fraleigh, the 
breeder and feeder of the Guelph champion 
steer 1921 and the Hendersons, of Guelph, 
and the Browns, of Galt, who have done so 
much in placing the prime Doddie steer be- 
fore the public in the Province of Ontario. 
Ontario breeders also have an Association of 
their own for the conduct of local affairs 
and its work has been of great importance.

Royal Show at Toronto there will be an ad- 
ditional attraction of Dominion wide import- 
ance. 

Coming west we have in Canada a very 
wide stretch of barren country between Tor- 
onto and Winnipeg around the North shore 
of Lake Superior. I said barren country, 
but there are those who might not agree 
with me, as it is believed to be a rich min- 
eral country. My reference to it as barren 
is made in an agricultural sense. This very 
large territory is approximately 900 miles 
across, With only here and there a break that 
would indicate that a few hardy and opto- 
mistic citizens are endeavoring to make a 
living from the soil. It is this great stretch 
of territory that separates our eastern coun- 
try from the west and that adds to our diffi- 
culties in every part of our national life. 
After emerging from among the rocks and 
forests of Northern Ontario we find our- 
selves on the plains of the west. Extending 
from about 100 miles east of Winnipeg to 
about 9C0 miles west, or a territory 1000 
miles wide and I would not dare to say how 
deep. It extends from the International 
boundary to the arctic circle and the civili- 
zation of the western plains is continually 
moving northward. It is here in this terri- 
tory, bounded on the east by the rougher 
country of Northern Ontario and on the west 
by the Rocky mountains that the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed is making its mark upon Cana- 
dian agriculture and fast becoming a leading 
factor in the economic life of the country. 
In brief during the year 1921 exactly 26 per 
cent of our registrations came from the ter- 
ritory lying east of Winnipeg and the bal- 
ance with the exception of a very few from 
British Columbia, on the extreme west coast, 
came from the prairie territory. It will be 
seen then that with at least 73 per cent of 
our registrations coming from the prairie 
territory, our strength is in the west. 

Manitoba has done much for the breed in 
years gone by. There is very tittle doubt, 
but that it has for a citizen the largest 
breeder in the Dominion, in Mr. James D. 
McGregor. By his winnings for over 30 
years he has taken a very prominent part in 
the life of the Aberdeen-Angus breed in this 
country. Due to the fact that he took te 
your own International two steers that won 
the supreme honor twice in succession his- 
tory will undoubtedly accord him the leading 
place among this generation of our breed- 
ers. His activities have not been confined 
to that alone by any means, but as the out- 
standing achievement of his career it will re- 
ceive special recognition. In the early days 
of that Doddie in Canada (that is after the 
early importers had all left the business) 
Mr. James Bowman, of Guelph, and Mr. 
James D. McGregor, of Brandon, were the 
only two men who continued to fight the 
battle for the recognition of the Doddie and 
in that work they were often show yard riv- 
als and upon many occasions they worked 
together with a zeal and determination that 
is worthy of admiration. In 1904 they im- 
ported and jointly owned the great breedin; 
bull Prince of Benton-828. This bull was by 
Albion and out of Pride of Aberdeen 96th. 
He was regarded by both Mr. Bowman and 
Mr. McGregor as a bull of exceptional merit 
as a breeder. While Mr. McGregor was the 
leader and still is for that matter, he is not 
now by any means alone in this province of 
Manitoba. There are a number of breeders 
who are often contesting his supremacy and 
who will in the near future dispute with him 
the proud position which he has held for 
so many years. Mr. James Turner, of Car- 
roll, has developed a good herd of Doddies 
and is making substantial progress as a 
breeder. Mr. John Hume, of Souris, is an- 
other leading breeder. He recently purchas- 


ed Broadus Blackburn 7th the good son of

The herds owned by these ‘men wil] thi 
year provide exhibits in almost every fair f 
any importance in the province of Manitoh, 
which means a lot for the publicity that the 
breed will receive. When we consider that 
good herds will be on exhibition at approxi 
mately 15 different fairs in one province we 
can arrive at some idea of the leading posi. 
tion taken by the breed. Without in an 
sense speaking disparagingly of other patie 
I wish to say that the Aberdeen-Angus ey. 
hibit has been the feature of the fairs in 
this province this year. Ten years ago you 
would not see two herds on exhibition, We 
are moving on. Manitoba has had a local 
association, but owing to the fact that the 
head office of the Canadian Aberdeen-Angus 
Association is located in Brandon, it seems 
to have taken a less active part than the 
other provincial Associations. 

The Provincial exhibition held at Brandon 
and the Manitoba Winter Fair held at the 
same place, where the Doddie has triumphed 
9 times in 10, are both fields of many vie. 
tories. 

Saskatchewan is the middle west province 
and is certainly the world’s greatest wheat 
growing territory, but even here we fin 
plenty of Doddies. Such men as Browne 
Bros., Neudorf; G. N. Buffum, Bechard; 
John Sim, Grenfell; A. A. Richardson, Gren- 
fell; Juggins, Lloydminster and S. A. Ferrie, 
North Battleford, are taking a leading part 
in Aberdeen-Angus development in_ that 
province. There are two large summer fairs, 
at Saskatoon and Regina and two winter 
fairs at the same places. There are also a 
large number of important smaller shows. A 
number of herds will cover the circuits to 
such an extent that nearly every fair of a 
decent size will be visited. Our breeders 
have come to the very wise conclusion that 
the way to advertise Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
is to take them to the people and let them 
see for themselves the kind of product that 
we have to offer. Thev are doing this 
through the small fair and very effectively 
too. In the province of Saskatchewan we 
have one of the most active provircial asso- 
ciations to be found anywhere. Mr. G. N. 
Buffum, Bechard, is Secretary and Mr. W. 
D. Lyon, of Deveron, is President. One oi 
the features of the work of this organization 
is the arnual picnic which is held at a dif- 
ferent point each vear. This year it was 
held at the home of the President on June 
22nd and was a most successful event, there 
being about 300 persons present. I believe 
it to be a great event for the stimulation of 
interest. The third annual picnic held re- 
cently indicated clearly that interest has 
grown wonderfully from year to year. At 
the Regina winter fair for three years in 
succession a calf fitted by Earnest Mickle- 
borough has won the leading honor in the 
boys class and our steers have triumphed at 
many of their shows, all of which has helped 
to place the breed effectively before Sas- 
katchewan people. 

Alberta is our Western province, so far as 
the plains are concerned and it is our larg- 
est field of Aberdeen-Angus activity. From 
this province we receive a larger number 0 
registrations than we do from any other and 
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‘t is our range province. Not only is the 
Doddie doing well on the farms, he is thriv- 


ing and taking a very active place on our 
ranges.

ing work. Breeders have come and gone as 
is always the case in a new and unsettled 
country, but still we have a larger number 
who have taken their places. Among the 
most prominent at present are Mr. S.C. 
Prichard, Camrose; Mr. C. H. Richardson, 
Bowden; Mr. A. E. Noad, Olds; Thos. Hen- 
derson & Son, Lacombe; A. E. & E.S. Clem- 
ens, of Sedgewick; and latterly Mr. William 
Gibb, of Killam, Alberta. Older bieeders in 
the States will remember Mr. Gibb as the 
man who for years handled the Evans herd. 
In fact he went with it when it was founded 
in 1889 and remained until it was dispersed 
in 1899. A little over a year ago he pur- 
chased the nucleous of a herd in the old 
country and imported them to Alberta where 
we will expect great things of him. Alber- 
ta has two outstanding fat stock shows as 
well as two leading summer fairs held at 
Calgary and Edmonton and at these Aber- 
deen-Angus breeding animals and steers 
have been making fame for many years. 
The champion at Edmonton last spring was 
an Aberdeen-Angus as was the champion at 
Calgary last fall. One of the largest pure 
bred clubs ever organized was held at La- 
combe last August when 31 pure bred heifers 
were shown by Alberta boys and girls. In 
Alberta there is an active provincial organi- 
zation which is keeping things moving in 
that province. Mr. Lew Hutchinson, of Du- 
hamel, is President, with Mr. C. E. Morison, 
of Bentley, as Secretary. 

British Columbia is not yet conquered so 
we feel that there is a field for great activ- 
ity in the interior of that province. Last 
spring the Lacombe Experimental Farm and 
C. H. Richardson, of Bowden, undertook to 
sell their surplus bulls through the sale at 
Kamloops and they realized a higher price 
than any of the prairie sales. For some 
years there has been a real active demand 
for bulls for the ranges and there are a num- 
ber of pure bred herds in the province. There 
will be at least three herds of Aberdeen- 
Angus exhibited at Vancouver this year. We 
are not overlooking the fairs anywhere. In 
this connection I might say that nearly ev- 
ery small fair will be covered in Aiberta by 
the herds of Mr. Richardson; Mr. Prichard; 
Mr. Gibb and others. This active interest 
in the fairs is due to the excellent work of 
the breeders and to them is due all of the 
credit for getting out such an excellent ex- 
hibit as there will be everywhere through 
Canada this year. If I might make one more 
reference to the east in this connection I 
would say that the fairs are held there later 
in the season so that we cannot say so much 
about them at the time of writing, as we 
are able to say of the other fairs. 

Something of the general progress made is 
indicated by the number of new members we 
secured last year. If my memory serves me 
correctly it was 161 new members that the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation secured in 1921. The sister Associa- 
tion in Canada just beat that number by 
three, securing 164 new members in the 
year 1921. For such a backward year we 
believe it a remarkable growth. It has been 
our aim to encourage such extensive show- 
ing as we have mentioned heretofore, to 
maintain interest in the breed by developing 
our publicity as thoroughly as possible and 
this has been done largely through the use 
of our quarterly publication. Unfortunately 
we cannot reach new breeders as rapidly as
